'Despite her 
physical weakness she bore up bravely 
under the ordeal.' The President In his 
laat period' of. consciousness,'' which 
ended about 7:40, chanted tlie words ot 
the hymn. "Nearer. My Clod, to Thee," 
and his last audible conscious words, 
as taken down by.Dr. Mann at the bed- 
side, were: "Good-by, all; good-by. <Jt 
IB God's way.

soon he completely, lost consciousness. 
His life waa prolonged for .hours by 
the administration of oxygen. ; About 
8:30 the ' administration of oxygen 
ceased and-the pulse grew fainter and 
fainter.

The i thirty-seventh annual report of 


the directors of the Milwaukee .road 
for the fiscal year ending June 30 
has betie submitted to the stockhold- 
ers. The report shows that the gross 
earnings of the road during that time 
have been $42,369,012.65, and 
the 


operating expenses Including 
taxes 


527,977,603.32, leaving a net Income of 
114,391,609.33. 


The company controls 8,760 miles of 


road. 8,505 miles being owned solely 
by the company, while the remainder 
Is owned jointly with other companies 
or used1 by the Milwaukee road under 
contract 
Among the many Improve- 


ments which have been made the past 
year or are now under contract are 
the following: 
Extension from Lib- 


ertyvllle to Fox Lake, III., nnd later 
an extension to Janesvllle, a 
total 


distance of sixty-four miles, has been 
completed at a cost of 11,883,791; ex- 
tensions In South Dakota 
running 


west on the Platt river, division, a 
distance of 120 miles, at a cost 'of 
$1,221.950. and grade Improvements 
along fiie river division from 
La- 
Crosse to Minneapolis. ' 


Contracts 'have also been awarded 


for a cut-on* between Muscatlno and 
nutledge, la., which will shorten tho 
distance between Chicago and Kan- 
sas City thirty-one miles, the 
total 


length of line to be constructed Is 
ninety.miles at an estimated-cost of 
12,866.932. 


At the close of tho fiscal year end- 


Ing June 30, 1900, the rolling stock 
replacement fund amounted to $110,- 
502.5.0, and .the'average number

freight cars In service Juno 30, 1901, 
per mile of road was 5.72.

Theodore Kooaevelt, DOW president of 


these United States, was born October 
20, 18C8, at No. 23 East Twentieth 
•treat. Mew York city. His father, also 
Theodore Uooserelt, was a member of an 
old Mew York Dutch family, and Mr. 


' .Roosevelt ie of the eighth generation of 


the stock of the United States. Mingied 
with the Dutch in Theodore Itooenveil's 
veins are strains of English, Celtic; and 
French. His mother was Miss Martha 
Bulloch, and came of a distinguished 
Georgia family, which bad- given to that 
vUte a governor, Archibald Bullocb, in 
Bevolutionarv tines. In a later.gener- 
ation » member of the family built the 
Confederate privateer Alabama. 


The father ot Theodore Koosevelt was 


* merchant and importer of glassware 
During the civil war he was a noted 
figure in New York. He had great 
strength of character and liking for 
practical benevolence, which made- him 
foremost in many ouch charities. 


Weakly as a Child. 


Theodore Roosevelt appeared to have 


a brief lifo before him. He was weakly 
aa a child; as n boy be.could not join in 
the rougher tports ot his associates." In 
early manhood be realized that some- 
thing would have to be dene to improve 
hia physical condition and at Harvard 
be became identified with the leas boist- 
erous sports ot bis. classmates. He be 
cam* expert at lightweight boxing find 
was soon recognized as the most skillful 
among the young men of tils age. He 
graduated well .up in his class io 1880, 
and still feeling the need ot physical 
strengthening went to Euripe, where be 
climbed the Juugfrau and tha Matter- 
horn and became a member ot the Alpine 
club by reason ot these achievement*., 


In 1888, on hia return to this country, 


ha paid bis first visit to the west. He 
avoided the routes and the customs of 
the ordinary tourist and sought recre- 
ation in the wilds of North Dakota and 
Montana, where there was no opportun 
UT for indulgence in luxurious ease He 
eachftd Montana in time to take part in 
the .last great buffalo hunt of that 
region, which took place near Pretty 
Butte, Both whites and Indians parti 
cipated in the sport and a large number 
ot buffalo wera slain. 


On hia return to Now York Mr. Roose- 


velt join»d the Eighth regiment of the 
atate guard, being chosen second lieu- 
tenant. He reached to the rank ot captain 
in 1888. It was the training be received 
that HO well qualified him for the posi- 
tlon ot assistant secretary of the nary, 
to which he was appointed shortly atter 
Mr. McKinley'a induction into office as 
president ot the United States. 


His Legislative Career. 


For throe terms, in 1882, 1888 and 


1884, Mr. Roosevelt waa a mimbor of 
the Mew York assembly. Hero he made 
his mark aa a forcible public speaker, 
and during the last two terms at least 
waa regarded aa a leader on the repub 
lican side. Ha was somewhat impatient 
of dictation however and incurred the 
enmity ot the bosses of his party. Th?y 
did not openly discipline him however 
for they were compelled to recognize the 
fact that be waa backed by an element 
they could not afford to offend. But in 
Tarioua ways they sought to impress up- 
OB bis mind that a little more tractability 
would be acceptable. 
.But to these 


warnings Mr. Kooeerelt paid' no heed, 
and was finally enubbed by being de- 
nied a renominatlon. 


, 
On a Ranch in Dakota. 


In 1834 Mr. Roosevelt was a delegate 


to the republican national convention, 
held in Chicago. Here he joined with 
George William Outtia and other so- 
called liberal members ot the party in 
opposing the nomination of .Tames O. 
Blaine f6r the presidency. Atter that 
•talesman's triumph howerer Mr. Boose- 
velt gave biro a hearty support. 


After Mr. Blaine'a defeat be returned 


to hia ranch in Dakota. Here he llred 
in a ruda house of hewn logs and 
roughed it-in the hills and over the 
praries, bagging 
considerable game. 


Hia experiences during this period were 
told in a book he publiabed in 1885 en 
titled • The Making ot the West," and 
in two subsequent volume*, "The Win 
aing ot the West," and "Uaoch Lite 
and the Hunting Trail." 
Meither of 


them booka had a very extensive sale, 
but they were not written with a view 
to profit and the author did not bemoan 
the lack ot public' appreciation mani- 
fested. 


Upon the election ot Benjamin Harri- 


aon as president of the United Stntej 
Mr. Kooaevelt was appointed a mem 
ber of the civil service commission. He 
acquitted himself so well that he was 
retained in the office by President Olevo 
land for some tiice, resigning to accept 
the post ot police comm'asloner of New 
Tork City under the mayoralty of Wil- 
liam M. Strong. ' -..v^Q

When Tammany once more triumphed 


in the municipal contest of 1897 Mr. 
lioosevelt resigned to accept the posi- 
tion of assistant' secretary o! the navy. 
At that post he showed bib usual 
promptitude, energy and efficiency. . 
! 
As a Naval Chief. 


Aa president ot the strategic board 


and of the war board preceding the 
.actual outbreak ot the Spanish Ameri- 
can war, Mr. Iloosovelt energetically 
pushed tho repairs on ships at the nary 
yard, deviled n scheme for eliminating 
the friction bjtween the line and engi 
neer corps of the navv. and from tho 
moment it became evident that a con- 
flict with Spain was inevitable advanced 
1 in agreseive a'nd not a defensive atti 
, tude. 
He announced that be would 


apply for war service as soon as houtili 
ties had actually begun. . 


Though 
President McKinlay 
and 


Secretary Long were loth to'lose his, 
services in the department, they acqui- 
esced in hia decision. On May 0, 18!)8, 
be resigned to takt charge as lieutenant 
colonel under Colonel Leonard Wood, 
U. S. A., ot the organizrtion ot the regi- 
ment now popularly known as Boose- 
ve.t's rough riders. That name, though 
alliteratively felicitous, baa u hippo 
drome suggestion which is far less in 
keeping with its renl objects than tho 
tamer official designation given to it by 
the armv department, The First Hegi- 
ment ot Mounted Rltia Hangers. 


Chief of the Rough Riders. 


• The complement ot men in the rough 
riders was rixcd at'750, but it ia said 
that 10,000 applications for membership 
were .received. The men' accepted had 
to suboilt to a rigid physical and mental 
examination. 
They were' thoroughly 


trainei and disciplined at the camp at 
San Antonio, Tex., in ail the requisite* 
of good soldiers. Their personnel varied 
tram the society favorites of Mew York 
to tho cowboys of the plains. 


On May 21) thny left San Antonio for 


Tampa, where they joined Snuffer's 
army of invaalor. In tae gallant land- 
ing at Baiqqir! on June 2:2, and in the 
aubitequoDt fighting which preceded the 
fall of Santiago, the rough riders were 
diatinguUhed (or their courageous effici- 
ency. 


Aa a result of this encounter llooso 


velt waa promoted to the colonelcy of 
hia regiment, Colonel Wood having been 
advanced to the rank of brigadier gen- 
eral. Colonel Roosevelt's gallant action 
at San Juan on July 3 was conspicuous. 
According to hia own reports; of the 
engagement, although he was the only 
mounted 
man and consequently the 


moat conspicuous object for the bullets 
of the enemy, he dashed ahead ot hia 
regiment up a bill, captured a block 
house on tho summit and then with 300 
men, the scattered fragments ot six dis 
mounted csvalary regiments, drove the 
Spaniards from another hill on the right. 


Platt Wanted to Retire Him. 


At the cloaa of hostilities Colonel 


Uooaevelt resigned hia position in the 
army and returned to Mew York, but not 
to rest. An exciting political campaign 
waa nt band, and he leaped at ones into 
the thickest of the fray. 'At the solid- 
tation ot his friends he preiented him 
•elfas a candidate for governor. Mr. 
Platt aought to obtain pledges from 
him that ho refused to make. There 
upon Flatt threatened the rough rider 
with defeat. The challenge was accept- 
ed, Roosevelt got rhe nomination and 
atter a vigorous campaign wai elected 
despite the lukewarmneaa of the leaders 
ot bis party toward him. Hia adminis- 
tration of tho office ,of governor waa 
more commonplace than almost anything 
elae in which he'hat figured. 
He gave 


satisfaction to bis own partisans and 
waa abarply criticised by the democrats 
For some ot his official acts. His term 
however waa froo from Bay pronouaced 
scandals. 
^ 


A Satisfactory Presiding Officer. 
Aa presiding officer ot the United 


States senate, aa vice preeident, Mr. 
Roosevelt baa woe the beat wishes of 
the members of that body. He waa ex 
pec ted, as aoma of the staid members of 
that body declared, to display tome of 
bis cow boy airs. But in -the chair he 
proved 
himself 
moderate, courteous 


md considerate of all, and at the close 
at the last session of congress there were 
tew who criticised him.
